SENATOR VANCE’S ILLNESS. 


He Recovers Snufficiently te Return to 
Washington. 


Washington, May 15.—Senator Vance ar- 
rived here this morning from his mountain 
home, at Gombroom, N. C., where he was 
taken sick the middle of last week. Al- 
though the senator rode ten miles in a 
buckboard yesterday and spent Jast night 
on the cars, he made the trip without 
serious discomfort. Aside from the dis- 
agreeable effects of the mustard. plaste 
and hot bags to his body and of the m* 
phine administered to him to relieve his 
sufferings, he is comparatively coméort- 
able. When he reached his home ate 
a light breakfast, took a warm bah and 
went to bed, where he enjoyed a rest after 
his long journey. Later in the dsy he sat 
up for a time. 

Mrs. Vance, the senator's wife, says 
she hopes it will be a matter of but a few 
days before her husband ig ablé*to be out 
again and resume his senatorial duties. 
The cause of his recené attack, she said, 
was the result of a little imprudence on the 
part of the senator. He was engaged dur- 
ing his recent visit to Gombroom in su- 
perintending the ss on the planta- 
tion. One day in the middle of last week 
while the sun was very warm he stgod out 
in the damp field for some time, talking 
with one of his employes. As a couse- 
quence he perspired freely. Goitg up to 
bis house, he sat down in a large coni- 
fortable chair on the shady side of the 
veranda, and while sitting there he war 
taken with a chill, which later Coveienes 
into lumbago and sciatica. Owing 
to the remoteness © of the 
considerable delay was exper- 
ienced in obtaining the services of a phy- 
sician, during which time the senator suf- 
fered intensely. Domestic remedies were 
applied, but they did not bring substantial 
relief. After waiting some time, a physic: 
ian arrived at his house and, administering 
a hypodermic injection of morphine, suc> 
ceeded in alleviating the sufferings of the 
senator in a very brief time.

gatherings. In clearing away the crowd, a 
negress, Mary Hopson, became impudent 
and was moved off the sidewalk by the 
chief. She complained tc her brother John, 
to whom the chief was pointed out. 

“That is the gray-haired- scoundrel who 
pushed me off.” 

The chief arrested her and John sprang 
at him and both men went to the groun 
in the struggle. Two officers came to the 
chief’s assistance, while the negroes drew 
razors and indulged in threatening cries. 
Mr. Frank Stevens, of The State, jumped 
into the melee. One powerful negro who 
was ripping and snorting and striking at the 
chief, was quickly subdued by Mr. Stevens, 
who gave him a fearful blow in the stomach 
that knocked the breath out of him. Sev- 
eral negroes slashed at Stevens. with their 
razors, but he was unhurt. While things 
were in this feverish condition and the ex- 
citement was mometarily increasing, the re- 
portorial brigade settled the matter, a half 
dozen newspaper men rushing into the 
throng and forming a wall between the 
chief and his prisoner and the mob of fren- 
zied. negroes. On the way to°the jail Cap- 
tain Radcliffe’s friends stuck to him and al- 
though about one hundred and fifty negroes 
followed him, no attempt was made at re 
cue. 


THE RIVERS SUBSIDING 


And the People of Kansas City Are Feeling

Kansas. City, May 15.—The flooded mis- 
souri and Kaw _rivers are subsiding and 
residents of the submerged suburbs will 
rest in safety. Last night the rivers were 
rising an inch an hour and there were 
many who passed a sleepless night, fear- 
ful lest the invading waters would carry 
away their houses or flood them.

Two Trains on the Big Four Road 


Meet 
DURING A. VIOLEN® THUNDER STOR 


And Not a Person on Either Train 
Escapes Injury, 


WHILE EIGHT OR TEN ARE KILLED, 


The Horrible Accident Near Cleves on 
Yosterday—List of the Killed 
end Injured. 


Cleveland, O., May 15.—A special to 
The Plaindealer from Cleves, O., says: 
In the midst of a terrific storm of wind 
and rain, two Big Four trains crashed 
into each other near Cleves, O., this 
morning with awful effect, the horrors 
of which are not yet known. This morn- 
ing the summer schedule went into effect 
and orders had been issued accordingly. 
Freight No. 43, a through train north, 
had orders to stop at North Bend to 
allow No. 80, a cannon ball express, to 
pass. The trains usually passed at another 
point some miles further on. Instead of 
stopping, the freight engineer pulled 
ahead and approached Cleves, running 
about twenty miles an hour. Why he did 
not stop at North Bend will never be 
known, as he is dead, but it.is thought 
in his anxiety over the storm, which 
might have washed out bridges, he forgot 
the new schedule and hurried on. 

' The Danger Signal. 

As the train approached Cleves, Charles 
Smith, telegraph operator, was shocked, 
for he knew it should have sidetracked 
at North Bend, and that the express, a 
few minutes over due, was then but a 
short distance away, -running at forty- 
five miles per hour to make up lost time. 
Smith rushed to the signal wires and put 


- out a danger signal. Either it was not | 
seen in the blinding rain, or the engineer 


coald not control his engine, for it sped on 
by without checking speed. 
. At that moment the express came in 
sight at the speed of the wind. If any 
effort was made by either engineer to 
slacken speed it was not appreciable, 
and the engines crashed into each’ other 
with a.sound above the storm like a clap 
of thunder. 

Both engines were battered into shape- 
less masses and rolled off the track. 

The cars -behind. were smashed into 
kindling and the track for 100 feet was 


tern up... Telegraph .poles. were..thrown 


down and it was two or three hours after 
the wreck before word reached this place 
and 4 special train sent to the scene from 
Cincinnati. 

Caring for the Injured. 

It was long before the people from the lit- 
tle village and from the surrounding country 
had gathered and’ in the frightful storm 
were doing all they could. Many of the 
wounded had been taken away and the 
number cannot tonight be definitely known. 
It is claimed that some of those thus re- 
moveid are in a dying condition. Not a per- 
son on either train escaped uninjured. 

With the arrival of the special train the 
work of getting out the dead began. Up 
to 6 o'clock five dead bodies had been re- 
covered, four of them shockingly mangled 
and mashed out of all hnuman shape. Un- 
der the freight engine, bruised and scaldece 
were found Engineer William —— and 
his fireman, Hiram Bruce, both of Indiana- 
Under a wrecked freight car fur- 
ther back Philip Gibbon and David Hey- 
wood were. found nearly every bone broken 
and their faces horribly disfigured. 

The fifth dead body was that of Berry 
Edwards, engineer of the: passenger train. 
His fireman, Hy Tyrel, had jumped before 
the crash, but had been caught under a 
mass of wreckage. His skull was cruched 
and his head cut. He was taken to 
Lawrenceburg, but cannot survive tonight. 

John Schroder, conductor of the passen- 
gen train, was injured in almost the same 
manyer and can live but a few hours. 

George W. Huber, a commercial tray- 
eler, from Miamisburg, was crushed be- 
tween two seats, being bent almost double. 
He was bronght to this city and taken 
to Cincinnati hospital. He cannot live. 

Julius Webber, chief clerk of County 
Coroner Bange, of Cincinnati, has just re- 
turned from the wreck and says the scene 
is one of the worst he ever saw. He 
thinks there are from five to ten more dead 
in the ruins, but_the exact number cannot 
be told tonight. 

Thrown Over a Telegraph Wire. 

Bonney Keefe, freight brakeman, had 
just reached the top of a car when thé col- 
lision occurred. The crash was so terrible 
that he was thrown over a telegraph wire 
forty feet into a stream of water, whicn 
alone saved his-life. He thinks there are 
at least three tramps under the wreck of 
the freight. Several passengers on the ex- 
press are positive that several of-their num- 
ber were also killed. It‘is certain they are 
missing, but they may be among the wound- 
ed scattered abont. 

Owing to the distance from the city and 
the prostration of telegraph wires by the ac 
cident and telephone wires~by the storm, 
details have been very slow in coming in, 
and no complete list of the wounded can be 
given. The property loss is very severe and 
will be $100,000. Poth engines are com- 
plete wrecks and the coaches of the express 
train are ruined. It is claimed that much 
valuable mail and express matter is lost. A 
dozen freight cars loadec with costly goods 
are a total loss. :

Now Gentlemen, What? 

Now that two contesting delegations 
will go to the state convention from 
Fulton county, it is well to let the people 
understand something about the claims 
of each.

Ten days before the day set for the 
primary, when it appeared that the voice

They were 
Captain W. D. Ellis, president of the 
club, Mr. Hoke Smith and Judge George 
Hillyer. 

It is not necessary to go into the details 
of the meetings of the committees—suffice 
it to say that the compronrise was agreed 
to. As a preliminary to the compromise 
Mr. Hoke Smith suggested that it would 
be well to have two prominent citizens, 
representing each side, address a joint 
letter to the presidents of both clubs in 
order that the matter might be brought 
before the executive committee of each. 
Mr. Smith suggested the names of Dr. 
R. D. Spalding and Mr. T. B. Neal, and 
goon after communicated with them and 
both heartily endorsed the proposition to 
compromise, neither believing that a 
heated campaign was warranted by the 
slight gain to be made by either side. 
Then, in the presence of these two gentle- 
men, Mr. Hoke Smith dictated the | 
following letter, which they signed: 

Atlanta, Ga., May 4, 1892.—Hon. John T. 
Glenn;~President Hill Club; Hon. W. D. Ellis, 
President Cleveland Club. My Dear Sirs: 
We, the undersigned are representatives, one 
ef the Cleveland and another of the Hill sentti- 
ment of Atlanta. We also belong to the 
number of those who have doubted the wis- 
dom of making an aggressive fight inside the 
party over the nomination. We notice that 
on Tuesday a number of the counties through- 
out the state, appreciating the importance of 
democratic harmony and unity, have divided 
their delegations equally between Cleveland 
and Hill, and have sent them uninstructed to 
the convention. We believe that the fight in 
Georgia between Cleveland and Hill should be 
stopped. We especially think that it would 
be unwise to go through a heated campaign 
in this county ‘over the selection of Cleveland 
and Hill delegates.

We must take life as we find it, and 
when we drift away from international 
questions to matters affecting the rights 
of minorities, the status of capital and 
labor, the relations of the rich and the 
poor, etc., we must have the courage of 
our convictions and do our level best for 
liberty and for man. 

Undoubtedly, 2m the politics of the 
future, the statesmen whose conserva- 
tive lines of thought ignore social condi- 
tions will be pushed into the background 
by the bold and progressive agitators, 
but there will still be an inviting field 
of action for the genuine reformers who 
can bring their knowledge of sociology to 
bear upon the legislation of their time. 

Statesmen will be needed in the poli- 
tics of the future, but they must be inter- 
ested in all that concerns mankind. They 


must be of the people, and in touch with 


the people.

: omer’s Thernistes we @re an 
illustration of this confidence. The very 
word by which the decision of a judge is de- 
scribed attributes it to thenis, the invisible 
embodiment of justice. Thus the judge is 
but the channel through which the decision 
passes from the unseen moral order into the 
Greek court of justice. The judge is not 
respected use ~ he has authority to make 
the decision, but because his vocation makes 
him the vehicle through which the decisiom 
of a higher power is rendered. Moses safd to 
the prophet of Israel: ‘‘Thou shalt not lie.’’ 
“thou shalt not steal,’’ “thou shalt not com- 
mit aduitery,”’ but these were not his words 
simply, but the words through which a moral 
order was interpreted. The solemn and aw- 
ful import given to these commands, did not 
come from the vehicle through which they 

d into the Hebrew social order, but 
from the fact that they inhered in the very 
constitution of man as a social being, and 
whe. they were uttered they. were felt to 
come from the who oned man’s life 
and set him in communities and states. 
They had the same sort of authority in the 
moral realm that the declarations of Newton 
concerning the power of gravity had in the 
natural. Newton did not concieve in his 
own brain the laws of gravity; he saw them 
and formulated them, Nor did Moses create 
the ten commandments, he saw them and 
interpreted them. The laws of gravity were 
transcripts from the will of God concerning 
matter, the ten commandments were tran- 
scripts from the will of God concerning men. 
When natural bodies come together it would 
be f that they always attracted each 
other in proportion to their mass and in- 
versely as the squares of their distance. 
When men come together it would always 
be found, that if they were to live together 
in harmony and health, if they were to ad- 
vance and get above the planes of the brutes 
and the savage they must abstain from lying 
and stealing and adultery, and thus be truth- 
ful and honest and virtuous. 

The laws of gravity were not arbitrary rules 
ordained to oppress suns and systems with- 
out rhyme or reason. Order of some sort 
had to be Eero’ among the millions. of 
blazing, rolling worlds. Nor were the_ ten 
commandments arbicrary lines of conduct, 
imposed upon men at the pleasure of a great 
omnipotent tyrant. Men could not live apart, 
out of touch and contact with one another, 
thus living they were lower than the beasts 
that perish. They could not live together 
without rules of some sort to regulate their 
lives. And laws which looked to the preser- 
vation of truthfulness, honesty and virtue, 
were thought better than laws which looked 
to the production of lying, dishonesty and 
adultery. Because of the impetus given to 
the studies of material science within recent 
years, by the discovering of scholars, the 
atteation of men has been directed to the ob- 
jects of the natural world and the laws which 
regulate them. Discovertes into the nature 
of heat, light etc., has had the same effect 
upon the human mind that the discoveries 
of the gold fields in the west had upon the 
people of America in the early days. People 
abandoned fields and shops and stores and 
went in search of gold. The attention of 
the civilized world has in this generation 
been directed to the consideration of outward 
facts. There has been promise here of earthly 
fortune. Conviction as to the existence of a 
moral order with its rewards and penalties 
is not so deep and abiding as it once was 
among English speaking people. But it is 
well to remember that the moral laws of the 
universe have not in the meantime been sus- 
pended because men have not seen proper 
to consider them, and to act with reference 
to them. They are just as real and as un- 
failing as ever. When accepted and followed, 
their presence is seen in health, in political 
stability, in intellectual progress. When ig- 
nored and forgotten their presence is seen 
in disease, in political corruption, in mental 
stupidity, in sham ard emptiness. In 
one way or another they always man- 
age to get in their work. They never 
sleep. ‘They never tire, they are eternally 
present to bless or to curse, to lift up or to 
cast down. They get around to every mans 
home and sooner or later to every man’s life, 
bearing honor or dishonor; legitimate reward 
or righteous infamy. They are not to be 
bribed, whitewashed or bulldozed; they come 
clean, unvarnished and unveneered, to —— 
it their labels on every man’s character. And 
whatever is read on the label absolutely de- 
fines the contents. Irrespective of money, 
titles, place or rank they come. The president 
in his seat, the judge on his bench, the preach- 
er in his pulpit cannot escape. If the presi- 
dent gets labeled pigmy. pigmy he is; if the 
udge gets classified fraud and scoundrel, 

raud and scoundrel he is; if the. preacher 
gets down as trimmer and sham, trimmer and 


sham he is.

_ How are we to find moral laws? Just as we 
find natural laws. ‘When we find the truth 
of natural bodies reason sees the laws which 
inhere in them, and prudence dictates such 
action on our part as these laws require. 
When we come to truth on the moral plane, 
or to such knowledge of the facts as corre- 
sponds to the truth, reaso unless perverted, 
sees the laws that reside them, and con- 
science dictates that these laws should be 
. Gonscience unérringly and infallibly 
approves the right. By the aid of the light 
which is thrown upon it when the intellect 
comes into relations of knowledge with moral 
truth, it recognizes the laws—the will ought 
to follow. These laws make up a part of the 
truth. Before the right can be recognized 
the truth must be seen. When that which 
the intelligence takes for truth is not the 
truth, the conscience will recognize laws for 
the will to follow that do not correspond to 
the laws of God. It has often happened that 
what the gr took for truth did not 
correspond to objective reality, and, hence, 
was not the truth; hence the conscience has 
often approved and suggested lines of action 
that were at variance with that which was 
essentially and eternally right. Those who 
followed the dictates of conscience, however, 
under such conditions, did under the circum- 
stances right. “To have refused to follow 
conscience would have increased their confu- 
sion. A man in the bog with a certainty of 
death before him, ought to follow the guide 
that appears, even though he should not 
know how to lead him out of the swamp. 
Conscience never fails to come as near recog- 
nizing the right as the intellect comes to dis- 
covering the truth. When that which the 
intellect apprebends as truth corresponds to 
objective reality, we may be sure that the 
laws which inhere in it and which conscience 
suggests as the ones the will ought to follow, 
corresponds to the laws of One’s con- 
i may lead him wrong, but only when 
the intellect has led him wrong. St. Paul's 
conscience led him wreng when it impelled 
him to persecute the Christians of the early 
church, but is was because that which he 
held for truth did not tally with the outward 
facts and, hence, was not the truth. Had the 
supposed truth which he held while persecut- 
the Christians been real truth, then in 
persecuting the Christians he would have 
done right. The reversal of conscience re- 
sulted from the incoming of new truth, or 
such knowl as was sustained by the out- 
ward facts. The conscience of the Hindoo 
mother that leads her to throw her child into 
the river Ganges is as good as the conscience 
of the Christian mother that leads her to car- 
ry her child to the Sunday school. The 
trouble with the Hindoo mother is not with 
Réf conscience, but with her religious. knowl-

We enter the world of humanity, which is 
the realm of morality, a the family 
Here we ag our eyes to the ight, and 
we have first intimations of truth which 
is provision for the intellect, and of. right- 
eousness which is provision for the will. e 
truth of the family is the sum of the relations 
which subsist among the members of it. The 
family consists, we will say, of father and 
mother and children. Here is a man and 4a 
woman, then, bound together by the relation 
of marriage. The en are related to the 

arents as offspring. The children are re- 
ated to one another as brothers and sisters. 
All together they are one-and they are many. 
There is unity and there is difference. In the 
relations implied in the- names husband and 
wife, father and mother, parents and children, 
brothers and sisters, we have the truth of the 
family. We know the family and can only 
know the family through these relations. Take 
the relations away and you take the family 
away. There cannot be a husband without 
a wife, a father without a mother, parents 
without children, and children without a 
father and mother. Abiding in these relations 
which make up the truth of the family, avrapt 


‘up with them and growing out of them are the 


laws of right which the will is to obey. The 
relation of marriage is accompanied by certain 
obligations and duties which husband and 
wife are to observe. These obligations and 
duties are divine laws, because marriage is a 
divine relation. The relations involved in the 
term parents are attended by certain neces- 
sary laws the father and mother are to ob- 
serve with reference to children. The names 
of child, brother, sister, imply relafion that 
in turn imply laws the child is to follow with 
reference to parents, and brothers and sisters 
are to regard with reference to one another. 
These laws which grow out of the relations 
which constitute the pay, are not orbitrary, 
artificial or accidental. ey have not been 
formed by the opinions of men, nor formula- 
ted in the legislative assemblies of men. Legis- 
lative bodies have, perhaps, confirmed them, 
and reproduced them in statutes, but this was 
not to create but to transcribe what was al- 
ready present. The laws with reference to 
which the members of -a family find them- 
selves placed, are as essential and constitu- 
tional as the laws governing natural objects, 
which we all find when we say bodies attract 
each other in proportion to their mass and 
inversely as the gjuares of their distance. 
These are subtle and invisible principles which 
cannot be read out of rocks and logs and 
moons and suns. Displace rocks and logs 
and suns and moons, and the eperens power 
of this law would not be seen, but upon the 
appearance of these natural objects they 
would be immediately grasped and dominated 
by the power of this law. 

We pass from the family into the school. 
Here again we find laws already laid for the 
will to follow. They grow out of the truth 
constitutive of the school and this truth is 
made up of the relations subsisting among 
the members of the school. There are teach- 
ers whose duty it is to control and to instruct. 
There are children whose duty it is to learn 
and to obey. The school is an institution, 
the object of which is to lead young minds 
into a knowledge of the earth and its con- 
tinents, seas, rivers and mountains; into a 
knowledge of language, its structure, uses and 
the meaning of its terms; into a knowledge of 
humanity, its races, governments and reli- 

ons. If children are to share into the bene- 

ts, if the object for which the school is es- 
tablished, they must observe the laws which 
inhere in the very constitution of the school. 

They must obey the teacher; they must 
study the books; they must be polite, forbear- 
ing and kind to one another. It often hap- 

ens that a child enters the school and re- 
uses to follow the laws that reside in the 
structure and purpose of the school, He is 
will ful and conceited, and thinks his own 
way better than the necessary and essential 
way ordained for him. He has the same 
sort of experience as the engineer who at- 
tempts to run his engine from the turn table 
without reference to the railway lines ae for 
Tarious 
methods of pwnishment are resorted to, with 
the view to get his will to move along the 
lines laid for it. If rebuke and punishment 
fail, then he is turned out to attemnt the 
stupid and insane experiment of getting him- 
self through the world without reference to 
the laws laid for his will to follow. Of 
course, he does not go far. He turns up 
sooner or later in the Jail, the hospital, the 
penitentiary or the poorhouse. 

Leaving the school, we find ourselves citi- 
zens of the state, members of society. But 
we do not go into society like an axman in a 
frontier forest to clenr a place for his house. 
his fence and his field. Methods of conduct 
are already prescribed, lines of action are al. 
ready fixed, and the laws whigh claim our 
obedicice are already formulated. Society is 
an orgatism of mutually dependeot members. 
The object of it is the equity cf ali, the wel- 
fare of all and the liberty of all. Equity, 
liberty and welfare do not come by accidont. 
Men cannot reach them out of touch and con- 
tact with cne another. They are only possi- 
ble to men diye | together, and wnly possible 
in conformity with certain conditions, and in 
the observance of certain laws. These laws 
lie folded in the nature of men as social be- 
ings. They are fundamental, and Aristotle 
saw them when he said, ‘‘Man is by nature a 
political animal.’’ The germs of government 
and law are in the depths of every man’s be- 
ing, as the germs of the oak are in the acorn. 
Wise men living in. society have seen the 
truth of society, made up of the relations sub- 
sisting among people living together, _ Ac- 
companying these relations and counterparts 
of them, they have discovered the laws neces- 
sary to insure the equity, liberty and welfare 
of all. These laws have been embodied in 
constitutions, enactments and statutes. To 
carry out these laws and to make them pre- 
vail, certain institutions have been estab- 
lished—a body of men whose duty it is to exe- 
cute the laws, a judiciary whose duty it is to 
interpret and expound the laws, and a legis- 
lative body whose duty it is to repeal old laws 
that did not work well. and to frame new 
laws to meet the exigencies of new conditions. 
To protect the hts of all, certain penalties 
have been made to accompany the violations 
of these laws. e these penalties real 
courts and jails and ‘penitentiatiee have Tes 
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we see as the acorn cannot iw wi 
appropriating the elements already inedaned 
for it in the soil and the sky, and as the car- 
bon cannot burn without laying hold of the 
oxygen already existing for it tn the atmos- 
phere of the room, and as the fish cannot 
swim without utilizing the water already ad- 
justed to its fins, so man cannot fill out the 
ossibilities of his being without obeying the 
aws finds already ordained for his will 
when he comes into the world. These laws 
converge about his will in the home where 
he first sees the light, and are always deduci- 
ble from the particular relations in’ which at 
any time his moral life is placed. They are 
as real as the laws of heat and motion and 
gravity. They run ont from the home 
through the school, and from the school 
through all the continents of the social realm 
They grow out of the truth of the facts of the 
family, the school and ‘society. ey are as 

dantental, necessary and divine’ as the 
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reference to the facts of nature, was in 

with the erat to read laws into the 
social re without reference to the facts 
of human nature. The laws of astronomy 
today are such as have been found by a study 
of the atomic structure of bodies. One 
might. fall out now with the celestial laws 
of lemy, and head a movement to set them 
aside. But it is not rational to fall out with 
the nomical laws of Norman Loc

are such as have been found by a study of 
the facts of human nature. To quarrel with 
them is to set one’s self against the way man 
is built. It would not do to os that the 
social laws of civilized people t are €x- 
act transcripts from the will of God concern- 
ing the conduct of social life. Men do not 
now, and perhaps will not for a long time, 
read aright the facts of human nature. One 
thing is certain, however, in the making of 
laws among civilized, republican people, ref- 
erence is had to the facts of human nature, 
and not to the fancy of those who wish to 

overn. It cannot be disputed that the right 
acts are considered from which to make 
deductions. This means a complete change of 
front in the modern world over the ages past. 
There are doubtless many minor laws on the 
statute books of the liberal progressive nations 
of the ¢arth today, but it seems that any 
rational person is compelled to admit that the 
great legal trunk lines coaform to the essen- 
tial laws of human forms. To the essential 
laws of human nature. Take the constitution 
of the United States. Some one has said that 
the apple from which Newton deduced the 
laws 0 Bgl was two thoisand years in 
falling. e would have been nearer the truth 
if he had said six thousand years. The con- 
stitution of the United States is as clearly a 
deduction from the facts of human nature 
as were the laws of gravity from a study of 
falling bodies. The convention that met in 
1787 was called to order on the top of the 
centuries. The members had such advantage 
of position as made it porgsible for them to 
look all down the ages. They were in a po- 
sition to see all sides of human nature, under 
all forms of government. In the preamble 
to the constitution they specified certain ob- 
jects for which in their esteem this govern- 
ment should be formed—union, domestic tran- 
quility, justice, liberty, welfare. Any gov- 
ernment constituted by a document like that, 
has for the basis of its existence the facts of 
human nature as nearly as the law of gravity 
has for the basis of its cxistence the facts of 
the stars. 

Man must follow God’s law with his will, 
and accept God’s son with his heart if he 
is to take the high place to which God has 
called him.

I havé now for the third time 
been elected to a prefessorship in Union 
Theological seminary, at Hampden-Sidney, 
Va. This is the largest seminary under the 
auspices of the southern Presbyterian 
church. Three years agc I was elected to 
this chair, but I declined. Last year, with- 
out knowledge on my part, I was again 
elected and last week I was once more 
unanimously called te this important place. 
There have been twe of the trustees of that 
seminary in Atlanta to urge my acceptance 
of the chair. I am beset by them with 
strong arguments why I should leave At- 
lanta and take up the proffered work in 
Union seminary. I here preach to hun- 
dreds of people, but as a professor in the 
Virginia seminary I would help put in the 
ministry some thirty young men every year, 
who would, in the aggregate, preach to 
some thousands of people every Sunday. I 
love this’ people ana I am deeply troubled 
as to where duty calls me. I want your 
prayers in my behaitf.”’ 

Dr. Barnett spoke in a voice that was 
tremulous and full of tenderness. 


vices in Virginia was a surprise to the great 
congregation and not a pleasant piece of 
news by any mean:. Retiring from the 
pulpit, Mr. Sam Inman was called 
to preside over a congregational meeting,

But there are occasions when this parti 
cular spirit that Christ exorcised when he 
said: “I charge thee to come out of him,” 
takes people by the’ wholesale. In the 
most responsive religious audience have 
you noticed how many people never sing 
at all? They have a hes and they have 
a voice and' they know how to read. They 
know many of the tunes, and yet are si- 
lent while the great raptures of music pass 
by. Among those who sing not one out of 
a hundred sings loud enough to hear bis 
own voice. They hum it. They give a sort 
of religious grunt. They make the lips go 
but it is inaudible. With a voice strong 
enough to stop a street car one block 
away, all they can afford in the praise of 
God is about half a whisper. With enough 
sopranos, enough altos, enoguh baxsos to 
make a small heaven between the four walls 
they let the opportunity go by unimproved. 
The volume of voice that ascends from the 
largest audience that -ever assembled 
ought to be multiplied about two thou- 
sand-fold. But the minister rises and 
gives out the hymn; the organ ~begins; 
the choir or precentor leads; the audience 
are standing so that the lungs may have 
full expansion, and « mighty harmony is 
about to ascend, when the evil spirit spoken 
of in my text—the dumb devil—spreads his 
two wings, one over the lips of one-half the 
audience and the other wing over the lips 
of the other half of the audience, and. the 
voices roll back into the throats from which 
they started, and only here and there any- 
thing is heard, and nine-tenths of the holy 
power is destroyed; and the dumb devil, as 
he flies away, says: “I could not keep Isaac 
Watts from.writing that hymn,.and I could 
not keep Lowell Mason from composing the 
tune to which it is set, but I smote into si- 
lence or half silence the lips from which it 
would have spread abroad to bless neighbor- 
hoods and cities, and then mount the wide- 
open heavens.”” Give the long-meter dox- 
ology the full support of Christendom, and 
those four lines would take the whole earth 
for God. 

During the cotton famine in Lancashire, 
England, when the suffering was something 
terrific, as the first wagcnload of cotton 
rolled in, the starving people unhooked the 
horses and drew the loed themselves, sing- 
ing, until all Lancashire joined in with tri- 
umphant voices, their cheeks sopping with 
tears: “‘Praise God from whom all blessings 
flow.””

Glorious “Old Hundred.”’ composed by Wil- 
liam Frafic, of Germany. In a war prison, 
at 10 o'clock at night. the poor fellows far 
from home and wounded and sick and dy- 
ing, One prisoner starteu the “Old Hundred 
Doxology,” and ther a score of voices 
joined, then all the prisoners on all the 
floors took up the acclaim, until the build- 
ing, from foundation to topstone, fair] 
quaked with the melodious ascription. £ 

litish man-of-war, lying off a foreign 
coast, heard a voice singing that doxology, 
and immedjately guessed, and guessed 
aright, that there wa: an Englishman in 
captivity to the Mohammedans; and in the 
small boats the sailors rowed to the shore 
and burst into a guurdhouse and set the 
captive free. I don’t know what tune the 
trumpets of resurrectior shall play, but it 
may be the doxyology which is now sounding 
across Christendom. How much more 
hearty we would be ir. our songs, and how 
easily we could drive back the dumb devil 
from all our worshiping assemblages, if 
we could realize that nearly all our hymns 
have a stirring history That glorious hymn, 
“Stand Up for Jesus,” was suggested by 
the last words of Dudley § Tyng, 
who was dying from having — his right 
arin torn off by a threshing machine. That 
hymn “What a Friend We Have in Jesus,” 
heard through a telephone, converted an ob- 
durate soul. “Shall We Gather at_ the 
River?’ was a hymn first sung in our Brook- 
lyn Prospect park at the children’s May an- 
niversary, and then started to encircle the 
world. “Where Is My Wandering Boy To- 
night?” is a song that has saved hundreds 
of dissipated young men. Tom, the drum- 
mer boy in the army, was found crying, and 
an officer asked him what was the matter. 
“Oh!” he said, “I had a dream last night. 
My sister died ten years ago, and my mother 
never was herself again, and she died soon 
after. Last night I dreamt I was killed in 
battle, and that mother and sister came 
down to meet me.” After the next battle 
was over, some one crossing the field, heard 
a voice that he recognized as the voice of 
Tom, the drummer boy, singing, “Jesus, 
Lover of My Soul.” But at the end of the 


verse the voice became very feeble, and at 


the end of the second verse it stopped, and 
they went up and found Tom, the drummer 
boy, leaning against a stump, and dead. 

That hymn, “O for a thousand tongues to 
sing,” was suggested to Charles Wesley by 
Peter Bohler, who, after his conversion, 
said: “I had better keep silent about it. 
“No,” gaid Wesley, “if you had ten thou- 
sand tongues you had better use them for 
Christ.”
